She was the 
first black, the only woman, and one of a handful of Americans in the course of 
U.S. history to serve in three cabinet-level positions. 
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As I witnessed Ms. Harris’ involvement with the NAACP, D.C. Urban League 
and the Civil Rights Movement, I saw her make a meaningful impact for all African- 
Americans and set the tone for women like me. In the era of the March on Washington, 

Patricia Roberts Harris stood tall for the disadvantaged, and distinguished herself as 
an advocate of fairness and equality for all Americans. |

Patricia Roberts Harris is 
the 23rd honoree in the 
Black Heritage Series. 


Patricia Roberts Harris (1924-1985) had a remarkable 
career in several incamations, hitting the heights in the fields 
of education, law, politics, and civil rights. She broke barriers 
of both race and sex, and was appointed to important positions 
by no less than three American presidents. 

Ms. Harris graduated, summa cum laude, from Howard 
University, where she would later be named Dean. She 
graduated first in her class from the law school at George 
Washington University. In 1963, President John F. Kennedy 
appointed her co-chairman of the National Women’s 
Committee for Civil Rights. Ms. Harris worked on the 
presidential campaign of Lyndon Johnson, and in 1965 
was appointed by President Johnson as Ambassador to 
Luxembourg—the first Black person to head a U.S. 
Embassy. When President Jimmy Carter appointed her U.S. 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development in 1977, 
Harris became the first Black woman to be named to a 
presidential cabinet position. 

In 1979, President Carter appointed her U.S. Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, a post she held until 
1982, when she was appointed a full-time professor at the 
George Washington National Law Center, a position she 
served in until her death.

A James Cagney 
On the 100th anniversary of the year of his birth, James Cagney is honored as the latest addition to the 
Star of vaudeville, stage, and film, Cagney was Hollywood's top gangster of 
the 1930s.

Serious answers to series questions. 


How are issues elected into a series? 


Each year, the United States Postal Service receives more 
than 50,000 submissions from the American public, requesting 
that stamps be issued to honor various people, places, events 
and things. The Citizens’ Stamp Advisory Committee (CSAC) 
votes among these to elect stamps to issue, and those that 
will ultimately be part of a series. 


How 1s it decided that a particular subject should become a 
stamp series? 


Based on submissions from the public, the CSAC determines 
that many carry a similar theme— music, transportation, 
wildlife, etc. This is generally the initial inspiration for a series. 


When creating a series, does CSAC generally decide on a 


predetermined number of issues? 


Not always. In some cases, there are a predetermined number 
of entries in a series, such as in our Nature of America and 
Legends of American Music series, which consist of 6 and 14 
entries respectively. However, many times we prefer to keep 
a series open-ended, as new issues are submitted throughout 
the years. One of the longest-running open-ended series is 
the Great Americans series (first issue: Seguoyah, 1980). Our 
most comprehensive series to date is Celebrate the Century.

Many stamps in a collection appear to be part of a series 
because of a similar look or theme, yet they are not. What 
then, is the definition of an “official” series? 

In order for a collection of stamps to be defined as a series, 
the CSAC must vote and sanction a group of stamps as 
such. Conversely, you may notice that there are some series 
whose issues do not appear to share a common theme. 

A good example is our Classic Collections series, which 
includes Insects & Spiders, Legends of the West, and Four 
Centuries of American Art, among others. These panes are 
connected through their “classic” theme and similar format 
of 20-stamp panes. 


What was the first official stamp series ever produced 
by the U.S. Postal Service? 


The Colombian Exposition series— 16 stamps issued 

Jan. 2, 1893. Of our pre- WWII series, the United States 
Postal Service is proud to have recently reissued Trans- 
Mississippi Exposition (9 stamps, originally issued in 1898; 
reissued in 1998). Look for more reissues of popular original 
series in the coming years.

The U.S. Postal Service receives over 50,000 suggestions for 
stamp subjects each year. The staggering job of whittling this 
huge number down to 25 or 30 issues falls to the Citizens’ Stamp 
Advisory Committee (“CSAC”— pronounced “see-sack”), who are 
recruited and appointed by the Postmaster General. CSAC members 
are a diverse group reflecting a wide range of experience and 
expertise. Committee chair Dr. Virginia Noelke keeps the proceedings 
democratic, and the Postmaster General gets the final word on ail 
of the committee’s recommendations. The CSAC members look 
specifically for stamp topics with an educational message that will 
translate into an exciting visual. And, of course, the subject must 
be applicable to a wide audience. 


The following is a quick look at the criteria which must be mst for 
a stamp to make the grade: 


Stamps must: 

e Stand the test of time 

° Be consistent with public opinion 

¢ Have broad national interest 

» Feature American or American-related subjects

Historical events are considered only on anniversaries in multiples 
of 50 years.

F Louise Nevelson Born in Russia in 1899, Louise Nevelson moved to America as a child with her family. At age nine she expressed her intention 
to become a sculptor. but it wasn’t until she was forty that she had her first exhibition, and she was sixty before she was supported financially 
by her artwork. She called herself the “Architect of Shadows.” and her signature work was the wall sculpture, typically a box full of debris fragments 
painted monochromatically. Five of Nevelson's sculptures are presented on this striking pane of 20 stamps, and a photograph of Nevelson adorns
